In the evening he was escorted to the 
Expoeition building, which was packed 
to overflowing with people from all 
parts of fhe Northwest to hear the 
leading address of the day. The-meet- 
ing was presided over by Gov. Nelson, 
who, without formality, introduced the 
Ohio Governor. As the latter rose to 
speak, he was enthusiastically greeted 
by 8000 people, representing every Re- 
publican organization of the State. He 
spoke from manuscript for an hour and 
a half, and the closest attention was 
paid to his remarks. 

In introducing his remarks, Gov. Mc- 
Kinley said: ‘‘The platform and candi- 
date of the ‘great convention assembled 
in 1892, admirable as they were, Were 
rejected by the people at the election 
following, but the people had no sooner 
spoken than they realized their great 
mistake—a mistake which they now 
feel more sensibly and regret more 
deeply. The principles enunciated at 
that convention were true then. They 
are true now. They are as dear to Re- 
publicans now, as they are better un- 
derstood and more ardently supported 
by the great body of the people in the 
year 1894.than they were in the year 
1892. While the Republican party 
failed to carry the election, the cause 
for which it contended did not fail. It 
survived the awful disaster and shines 
more gloriously’ than ever.” 

Before reciting the experiences and 
changes which have befallen the coun- 
try during the past year, and speaking 
of the panic, he recited the principles 
enunciated in the platform of 1892, 
namely: A protective tariff, reciprocity, 
the use of both gold and silver, honest 
elections, the extension of our foreign 
commerce, the restoration of our mer- 
chant marine, the creation of the 
navy, the maintenance of more friendly 
relations with foreign powers and the 
affirmation of the Monroe doctrine, 
saying that like all Republican doc- 
trines, they were unchangeable. 

He maintained that the victory of the 
Democrats was brought about by/pro- 
fuse and glittering promises and “that 
it now stands demoralized on the field 
of performance, having signally failed 
to redeem a single pledge it made to 
the people. He quoted Dun’'s review 
of. trade for 1893, and compared the 
gloomy prospects there presented with 
the report of the prosperous year of 
1892. Hie then reviewed tariff legisia- 
tion from 1799 down to the present time. 
showing that all the prosperous periods 
of this country were under a protective 
tariff. 

Gov. McKinley said he had reviewed 
the Wilson bill-and found nothing but 
irritation and aggravation to the great 
industries of the country; no interest 
has gained by it. Continuing, he said: 
“It is true that sugar, an article of 
prime necessity and which the law of 
1890 made free to the people, has been 
tariffed from 1 to 1 4-10 cents per 
pound, every cent of which will be paid 
by the consumers of the United States. 
But, doubtless as compensation for this 
added burden of upwards of $50,000,000 
and in default of it, they have lowered 
the tariff on tobacco and have extended 
the bonded Period forthe warehousers 
of whisky, and given to the :listillers 
eight years in which to pay the tax. 
They have restored the tariff on coal, 
but in fairness they should _. be 
credited with having taken the tariff 
off diamonds. I am not here to dis- 
cuss rates or schedules. They are sub- 
ject to change up or down as new con- 
ditions require it, but my insistence is 
that these changes must ever be gov- 
erned by the protective principle. Rates 
may be, should be, and will be amended, 
as time, new processes of manufacture 
and changes in commercial conditions 


require.” 
In closing, Gov. McKinley said: “The 
altogether too common idea that there 


is in fact little difference between the 
two parties, and that the country will 
prosper equally whoever may be in 
power, has been completely exploded 
by one year’s trial of the Democratic 
party. May we not hope,” he con- 
cluded, “that the spirit of justice and 
patrietism which animated you in the 


critical days of the pastye“when the 
people of the Northwest led the hosts 
of freedom in the great contest against 
the slave power, may inspire you to- 
even greater effort in behalf of the 
fundarhental principles of our governe- 
ment and of our industrial independ- 
ence and prosperity?’ 

At the conclusion, Gov. McKinley was. 
accorded a rising vote of thanks for 
his courtesy in visiting the Northwest 
and for the masterly effort presented,

WASHINGTON, March 28.—The sur- 
prise of the Pollard-Greckinridge trial 
today was the unexpected appearance 
of Miss Pollard’s old lover, Rankin 
Roselle, a Kentucky schoolmaster. His 
deposition had been read in the case, 
but to make his testimony doubly sure 
he addressed the court in person, and 
no sooner had he taken the stand than 
Madeline Pollard glided in for the 
first time this week, from the office of 
her attorney across the street, where 
she was to be sent for when her pres- 
ence was desired. Probably she will be 
in court tomorrow to face her siiver- 
haired accuser, for the attorneys de 
clare that there will be positively no 
jonger any postponement of the testi- 
mony of the principal in the case, and 
that Col. Breckinridge will take the 
stand without fail in the course of the 


day. 

Most of the testimony today was in 
the form of a deposition, and much 
of it was of a character which can 
only be published in expurgation. The 
depositions regarding which Judge 
Bradley had expressed his regret that 
they could not be excluded on general 
principles, were recited, and the justi- 
fication of the scathing comments on 
them was self-evident. Some of the 
language employed by Hiram Kauff- 
mann and John Brandt would hardly be 
tolerated in a well-reguiated bar-room. 
These gentlemen admitted in a matter- 
of-fact way their tendencies toward 
habitual drunkenness and marital in- 
fidelity, and the court admitted their 
statements unexpunged, as he _ re- 
marked, that the jury might judge of 
the character of the witnesses. 

Col. Breckinridge’s private secretary 
was one of the witnesses of the day, 
and another was Col. Hay, one of the 
best-known men in Washington, and 
incidentally an expert on penmanship, 
who was subjected to further examin- 
ation upon the principles employed in 
detecting forgeries. It looks as if a hard 
fight had been precipitated over the 
authenticity of the black-bordered let- 
ter, which was made public yesterday 
exclusively by the Associated Press. 

The case of the defense is drawing 
to a close with the appearance of Col. 
Breckinridge, whose testimony is ex- 
pected to occupy at least three days, 
or as longa time as Miss Pollard was 
on the stand. Then there will be rebut- 
tal for an indefinite period, as Miss 
Pollard will take the stand again, and 
witnesses have been summoned from 
Kentucky. 


THE TESTIMONY, 


R.R. Rossel Telis of His Engagement With 
Madeline Pollard. 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—At the 

opening of the Pollard-Breckin- 
ridge trial today, E. B. Hay, an ex- 
pert in handwriting, was subjected 
to a long and searching cross-exami- 
nation to determine the value of his 
testimony as an expert. When this 
ended, #@ young man named Worth- 
ington, a clerk in the office of Breck- 
inridge & Shelby, at Lexington, 
Ky., was put on the stand. He tes- 
tified that in response to a request 
from Breckinridge, he made a search 
among the latter’s business letters in 
the office ard found the letters of 
which Miss Pollard disputed the au- 
thorship. This was the only private 
letter he found. All others were bus- 
finess letters. 

A stir was created in the courtroom 
by the calling of the name of R. R. 
Rossell, the young Kentuckian who 
was engaged to Miss Pollard at one 
time. He told’of his doings as sales- 
man, teacher, Superintendent of 
County Schools and Deputy County 
Clerk. Asked if he knew Madeline 
Pollard, he answered in the affirma- 
tive. At that point the proceedings 
were interrupted by the appearance 
of Miss Pollard, which evidently em- 
barrassed the witness, who dropped 
his eyes and nervously fingered the 
Bible lying near him. 

In response to a question as to the 
circumstances ~of first meeting 
with Miss Pollard, Rossell was even 
more embarassed. He said it was in 
October or November, 1883, when he 
was employed in a store in Cincin- 
nati. “I was at the time on the fifth 
floor. A messenger bey came and an- 
nounced that a lady wanted to see 
me. I went out to see who she was. 
It was Madeline Pollard. She  in- 
troduced herself to me. Said she had 
heard of me often and wanted to see 
me. She said she desired to go to 
Wesleyan College and asked me if I 
would go with her, which I did.”

ST. LOUIS, March 28.—The present 
cold snap which extends over the 
Southwest, is accompanied by rain and 
snow.

During the past 
twenty-four hours the temperature has 
fallen at least 30 deg., and tonight it is 
going still lower, with a prospect of 
colder weather.

INHABITED MOSTLY BY LUNATICS 


The Town of Gheel, Fianders, and Its Curious 
Treatment. 

There are cities and towns built upon 
the water, or rather raised above the 
water, like Venice, Stockholm, and the 
“pile villages’ of the Orinoco and Ven- 
ezuelian coast, but. according to the 
Pittsburgh Dispatch, the most curious | 
town on the earth’s face is Gheel, in 
Flanders. This town is not strange 
because of its peculiar architecture or 
location. It is a thorough-going Filem- 
ish town, consisting of a straggling 
group of houses and a lazy, heed-no- 
tomorrow, semi-almost-purely agri- 
cultural population. The reader will 
naturally ask: “Then why “-is it 
strange?’ It is because of its popula- 
tion. Gheel is nct populated as is any 
other city in the universe. It is a little 
place of some 6000: people, but of this 
6000 in 1892, 2017 were lunatics. The 
‘peculiarity of the treatment of these 
insane is that they are allowed to 
wander around unconfined, .as though 
under no surveillance whatever. They 
mix with the townspeopze, partake in 


not infrequently assist them -in their 
daily vocatians. Lunatics of every 
sphere in life are found in Gheel 
Princes, nobles, merchants, peasants— 
and the inhabitants board them ac- 
cording to their ability to pay. It is 
well to explain that in this enique 
town the insane are located or domi- 
ciled among the inhgbitants and 
confined in an asyl . Of course 
lent patients are not allowed to dwell 
in the cottages of the people. There is 


tics, but the authorities of Gheel do 
not invite such patients, and as a con- 
sequence very few lunatics are found 
either in the town or asylums of Gheel. 
The government has instituted a com- 
mission for this purpose. This: com- 
mission also uses the power of vetoing 
the admission of the insane into the 
commune of Gheel. They do not de- 
sire intractable or “incurable patients— 
no matter what be their station in 
life. And, having received a patient 
into the community, they use a vigi- 
lant surveillance over his or her move- 
ments whether it be necessary to have 
the lunatic confined in the asylum or 
allowed to board among the inhabi- 
tants. Because of this commission, 
which consists of the most famous doc- 
tors in lunacy in Northwestern Europe, 
violence, undue excitement, and all 
kinds of improprieties among the pa- 
tients are well .guarded against, and, as 
@ consequence, the 
lives on in its lazy existence in peace.

CENTRAL PACIFIC. 


Magnates Preparing for 
a Grand Coup. 


Huntington Against the Federal 
Government. 


A Familiar Rumor About the Los 
Angeles Terminal. 


Formal Ratification of the Peace Among the 
Warring Roads—General, Local 
and Personal Railroad 
Notes. 


Every so often a rumor gains cur- 
rency to the effect that the Southern 
Pacific Company has acquired control 
of the Los Angeles Terminal road. As 
@ usual thing the rumor has been dis- 
regarded, but it bobs up again this 
week in a way that may have some 
bearing om the harbor question. The 
rumor, as usual, is wholly groundless. 
This is declared officially by the Term- 
inal people, and those who know any- 
thing of that road’s owners and the 
high estimation in which they hold 
their property will not readily believe 
that the Southern Pacific, rich as it is, 
would be able or willing to pay the 
price, even if the road could be pur- 
chased. The Terminal road was built 
as an investment to make big returns 
in the future, when another transcon- 
tinental line seeks an entrance to Los 
Angeles and her seaports. Half a dozen 
Eastern railroad presidents and a num- 
ber of great capitalists are backing the 
Terminal road, and are amply able to 
make up the annual deficit in its earn- 
ings. The road has no bonded indebted- 
ness, and its stock is held by a corpor- 
ation even closer than the Southern 
Pacific. The Terminal would be a good 
“buy” by the Southern Pacific, as 
would the Santa Fe, to extend the 
power of monopoly, but there is small 
likelihood of any such transfer, as 
long as there remains a chance of build- 
ing a new line to connect this section 
with an existing road to form another 
transcontinental route. The Terminal 
road thus far has cost $3,000,000.

take the road. If, on the other hand, 
he said, reasonable time is given to 
meet the obligations, and the proposed 


ernment will recover every dollar. due 
inside of sixty days after the bonds 
are issued. Mr. Huntington is said to 
expect litigation, because of the recent 
change in the management of the Cen- 
tral Pacific. 

A GREAT CONSOLIDATION. 

CINCINNATI, March 28.—Trust- 
worthy news has been received here 
from New York of one of the most 
gigantic deals in the history of Ameri- 
can railroads. It is nothing less than 
that the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton Railroad Company has bought out 
the Cincinnati, New Orleans and ‘Texas 
Pacific. This is the deal that was con- 
summated in New York Saturday. This 
is the greatest North and South combi- 
nation ever made in the United States, 
and links the Mississippi River, Lake 
Michigan, Lake Huron, Lake frie and 
the Kanawha region of West Virgina 
vn the north with Meridian, Shreveport. 
New Orleans, Jacksonville, Atlanta, 
Birmingham, Knoxville and Chatta- 
noega on the south. This system has 
two local points, the main one at Cin- 
cinnati, and a very important but mi- 
nor one at Chattanooga. The distances 
from Cincinnati, the focus, to the main 
Southern points are: To Chatanooga, 
326 miles; te Meridian, 630 mileg; to 
New Orleans, 828 miles; to Sherveport, 
942 miles; to Brunswick, 1154 iniles. A 
glance at the map will show the com- 
mercial importance of this deal. The 
Monon also being in the deal, it gives 
the new system three through routes 
from Chicago to the Gulf, and one 
from Cincinnati. 

WHY IT WAS DONE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 28.—T. H. 
Hubbard, who is attorney for Edward 
Searles, and who was the representa- 
tive of the Hopkins interests in the 
Central and Southern Pacific compa- 
nies, said today that the significance 
in the recent changes in the Central 
Pacific directorate was, more than any- 
thing else, a pacification of the En- 
glish shareholders. 

The Examiner says: “It is known 
that those gentlemen are violently pro- 
testing against the cutting off of their 
dividends, and something had to be 
done to quiet their nerves. They ob- 
jected to a contract consummated by 
-two boards of directors when the per- 
sonnel of both was almost identical. 
They were surprised to learn that the 
directors of the Central and Southern 
Pacific companies had been making 
contracts with themse!ves that disas- 
trously affected the interests of so 
many outsiders.

THE SILVER QUESTION—WHAT WILL 
THEY DO? 


If the Bland bill is to be vetoed, as 
we are told, and, if it will be impossible 
to pass the bill over the veto, as is also 
stated, the question next arises as to 
what the government proposes to do in 
regard to silver. It certainly cannot 
be supposed that a merely negative 
policy will satisfy the people or meet 
the necessities of the case. While the 
government of this country is appar- 
ently» going backward, and drifting 
away from a reasonable recognition of 
the white metal, Germany, which has 
hitherto been one of the most deter- 
mined opponents of silver coinage, is 
now preparing to increase #ts stock of 
gilver currency. The Germans see 
plainly that more silver is needed for 
circulation, or else,the wheels of com- 
merce are likely to come to a stand- 
still. A committee has already been 
appointed by the Reichstag to investi- 
gate the merits of an increased coin- 
age of silver, and is expected to report 
favorably. Germany promises to take 
an active part in the next international 
monetary conference, which, according 
to a dispatch from Washington, will 
probably be held in Mexico next au- 

the subject of such a conference 
havi been brought to the attention 
of the United States government by the 
Mevican Minister at Washington. 

we have frequently stated, there 
is no possibility of effecting a definite 
and permanent sattlement of the silver 
question except through international 
agreement. Meantime, however, the 
United States could do much to bring 
about such an agreement by standing 
firm on the basis of bimetallism, to do 
which it is by no means necessary to 
go to those extremes which the free- 
coinage men aim at. If, on the other 
band, Buropean nations notice any wav- 
ering on the part of the United States 
im éts attitude toward silver, the oppo- 
nents of silver in those countries wiil 
be strengthened and the attainment of 
a satisfactory agreement on the sub- 
ject will be further delayed. 

Let silver be backed up and insured 
by a sufficient gold reserve in the treas- 
ury, or the amount of silver in a doilar 
Be so increased as to make it equal in 
value to a gold dollar, and the silver 
question will be measurably solved— 
mot before. 


HOW PROS PERITY WILL BE RESTORED. 


The workingmen of the country are 
fearming the value of the help afforded 
them by such loud-mouthed agitators

others of their ilk. While Maboring to

The “army” marched on 
foot, Coxey and Browne went in the 
sad@e. Their hungry and half-clad fol- 
lowers camped in tents in a freezing 
atmosphere, the thin canvas walis the 
only protection they had from the 
howling tempest that was raging with- 
out, e Coxey and Browne put up at 
the hotels and sat down to well- 
filled tables, sheltered and warm and 


comfortable. —__What—money they -had- 
was not shared with the poor victims 


whom they had entrapped and induced 
to set out on this wild-goose chase, 
which has in it many of the elements 
of anarchy. It is their own personal 
ends that they are seeking. 

Even the most extreme disciples of 
anarchy in America are beginning to 
open the'r eyes a littie more clearly to 
the spirit of our free institutions, and 
very recently that Anarchist of the An- 
archists, who has been most ready to 
denounce our institutions—Johann Most 
—has.announced that “this country is 
mot yet ripe for anarchy,” and he ad- 
vises all who are devoted ito the princi- 
pies of anarchy to return to Europe, or, 
if they are already there, to remain 
there, and not come here with the hope 
of perpetuating their theories and of 
putting them into practice. 

The vast gulf between liberty and 
license this red-handed Anarchist has 
at length discovered, and he is wise 
enough to admit that, with the liberty 


without them. 

We do not desire to close our eyes to 
the fact that there is a vast amount 
of suffering existing throughout the 
country at present, but such stupen- 
dous fraude as Coxey and Browne are 
mot the men to open the door to any- 
thing better. They have no sympathy 
for ghe real sufferings of those who 
have enlisted under their leadership, 


will lead the men who Hsten to their 
beheats out of the frying-pan into the 


fire. 

The country at large is ready to help 
are honestly needy. It will 
not knowingly permit any one who is 
to work, but can get no work, 


to suffer from starvation or the actual 
necessities of life; but the honest work- 
ingman-owes it to himself, to his fam- 
ily, if he has one, and to the commu- 
nity, to keep free from entanglements 
with false leaders and noisy agitators, 
and from that large class of worthless 
idlers who are beating their way 
through life, preying upon the public, 
and who would refuse work if it was 
offered them. The great danger in 
these so-called armies arises from the 
fact that they embrace so many tramps 
and hobos and thieves, whose desire is 
to take advanitage of the opportunity 
which may be presented them on the 
march of pillaging the rural communi- 
ties through which they ‘pass, and so 
terrorizing them that they will yield 
readily to whatever they may demand. 

Let every man in these armies re- 
member that this is a government of 
the people, and that the great wrongs 
which may have crept into it the peo- 
themselves must remedy, and that the 
strongest weapon which can be put 
into their hands by which to accom- 
plish this is the honest ballot in the 
hands of the sovereign citizen. Not by 
marching armies, not by ithe voice of 
loud-moultthed and self-loving dema- 
gogues can this be accomplished, but 
by right voting and the election of rul- 
ers dominaited by right principles, clear 
foresight, and an unswerving love of 
country. These in the end will win, 
and the general prosperity of the coun- 
try be restored ‘through them. 


ABOUT THE WEATHER. 


That critical day, the 2ist of March, 
which we were told was to bring abuut 
such disastrous results to the inhabi- 
tants of the globe, went off without any 
particular catastrophe in the shape of 
an earthquake, volcanic eruption or 
cyclone, as far as reports have yet 
been received. It may be, however, 
that the severe’ weather which has pre- 
vailed throughout the United States 
east of the Rocky Mountains during the 
past few days may be attributed to the 
conjunction of the planets which tovk 
place on the 2ist. It is quite possible 
that the influences of these great bod- 
ies, which are at such great distances 
from the earth, took some time to 
make itself+ felt here. The weather 
which has been experienced in the East 
is certainly something quite out of the 
ordinary. According to the Weather 
Bureau at Washington, such extremes 
of temperature as have been prevailing 
in some parts of the country have ner 
before been recorded since the estab- 
lishment of the bureau. At the same 
time we learn from South Africa, 
where it is at present summer, that 
they have been having the hottest 
weather ever known in that Section, 
the thermometer in some places going 
up to 115 deg. in the shade, for long 
periods at a time. Some people draw 
the conclusion from this that we shall 
have a very hot summer when tnat 
season of the year comes around to tnis 
part of the world. Meantime, what- 
ever is happening elsewhere, Southern 
Californians may continue to congratu- 
late themsleves upon the fact that here 
the elements are at rest,, and the cli- 
mate as nearly perfect as could wpe 
imagined. It is only when we read of 
these terrible climatic disturbances 
throughout the world that we begin 
to fully realize what a favored section 
we live in. When we see how our 
brethren across the mountaifs are suf- 
fering, we ought to be ashamed of 
grumbling and growling, as some of 
us are doing, because the season, so 
far, has been rather a dry one. 


There is something rather peculiar 
about that affair of defective armor- 
plates, for which the Carnegie Com- 
pany had to pay the United States a 
fine of over $140,000.

He has been removed by 
the firm from his position, 
been placed in charge of another de- 
partment. Altogether it is a rather 
mysterious affafr, judging by the light 
which has been thrown upon it in the 
dispatches from Washington. Whoever 
may be the responsible parties, they 
should certainly. feel: thoroughly 
ashamed of themselves. It*is difficult 
to imagine a more despicable crime 
than that which would tamper with the 
armament of our war vessels, thus not 
only placing lives in @anger, but risk- 
ing the honor and fortune of the coun- 
try.

“Gen.” Coxey’s horses did not sell 
well at the Chicago stockyards yester- 
day, and the “general,” who had left 
his “army” temporarily in the lurch 
in order to be present, delivered a 
tirade on the existing conditions, say- 
ing he proposed to compel the govern- 
ment to issue bonds for $500,000,000. 
There may be some doubt as to “Gen.” 
Coxey’s ability to do the compelling 
act, but few will question that he

There was a tremendous boom in 
wheat in Chicago yesterday and a 
difference of value of $1,250,000 on cash 
grain alone was one of the results. 
The holders of wheat who have been 
suffering from “‘short’’ manipulation re- 
couped themselves at the rate of 5 
cents per bushel on 25,000,000 bushels, 
approximately, but as they have been 
sustaining losses at from 35 to 40 cents 
per bushel for some months a suc- 
cession of yesterday’s booms would be 
necessary to clean off the slate. 


It’s amusing the scare that Washing- 
ton has onto it in view of the approach 
of Coxey’s “industrial army.” If there 
is not law power enough in Washington 
to keep these deluded 
Coxey and Carl Browne in order, what 
is the nation coming to, anyhow?

Detline of the Woot Industry in Caltfornia— 
Growth of the Silkk Menufactures a 
Noteworthy Feature—Pat- 
ents Expiring. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—(Exclusive 
to The Times.) Col. Carroll D. Wright, 
Superintendent of the Census, has 
transmitted to the Secretary of the 
Interior the report on the manufacture 
of wool, cotton, silk, and finishing and 
dyeing textiles. The totals for the 
combined textile industries are as fol- 
lows: Number of establishments, 4114; 
capital, $759,973,66l; average number of 


employees, 611,897; average annual 
wage, $175,547,343; cost of materials 
used, $421,398,196; value of products 


$721,949, 262. 

The statistics for California in the 
comparative statement of the combined 
textile industries of the United States 
are as follows: Number of establish- 
ments, 1880, 14; 1890, 20; capital, 1880, 
$1,840,800; 1890, $3,285,263; miscellaneous 
expenses, 1880, not given; 1890, $199,373;

The increase in the amount of capi- 
tal employed is more apparent than 
real, because the capital returns for the 
census of 1880 did. not take cognizance 
of all items which properly go to make 
up live assets, and which for the first 
time are included in the present, cen- 
sus. 

Of the 1656 woolen mills reported, 
301, exclusive of nineteen hosiery and 
knitting mills, are found in the West- 
ern and Pacific States. Only four of 
the establishments designated as cus- 
tom carding mills appear in the Pa- 
cific States. 

The number of carding machines in 
California is set down at seventy. 

The report of the internal commerce 
of the United States for 1890, compiled 
by the chief of the Bureau of Statictics 
of the Treasury Department, contains 
a resume of the condition of wool manu- 
facture in California, supplied by State 
Labor Commissioner Tobin, of which 
the following extract is incorporated in 
the current census report: 

“The woolen industry of California 
is at present on the decline, and the 
outlook is not hopeful. Millions in 
capital have been invested in the buai- 
ness, but the return was not sufficient 
to warrant the operation of more than 
two-thirds of the mills. Various causes 
are assigne® for this condition of u»f- 
fairs; and chief among them are hfth 
wages, the high price of coal, and high 
freight rates. It is true.that.all «lasses 
of manufacture labor under similar 
disadvantages, but the disparity be- 
tween the cost of production in Cali- 
fornia and the expense of turning out 


the same goods in the East is particu- 


larly noticeable in this industry. The 
result has been that Eastern manua- 
facturers undersell the local producers, 
to the ruination of California trade.” 

Superintendent Wright makes the 
following comment: 

“In a general way each of the rea- 
sons here assigned for the decline of 
the wool manufacture in California may 
be accepted as correct. An examina- 
tion of the wage tables of this report 
shows that the prevailing rates of that 
State are uniformly higher than in the 
East, while the difference in the cost 
of fuel is even greater. The condition 
of the industry in California is only an 
exaggerated instance of the fact that 
under the improved methods of tne 
modern factory system the tendency of 
this industry to concentration has be- 
come marked, and that coricentration re- 
sults in certain well-defined advan- 
tages in the direction of cheaper pro- 
duction, which must perpetuate that 
tendency. 

“Bxcept in isolated cases, as in Cali- 
fornia, the idle woolen mills discovered 
by the eleventh census were old mills, 
whose machinery was antiquated, -and 
whose failure was primarily due to 
lack of capital necessary to equip them 


.for competition under modern condi- 


tions. It is only a question of time be- 
fore mills which are employing obsolete 
machinery, without the capital to re- 
new it, must succumb to the pressure 
of this competition. The margin of 
profit has greatly decreased. Condi- 
tions are thus establishing themselves 
radically different from those which 
governed in this industry during the 
first seventy-five yearg of our existence 
as a nation. In respect to nearly all 
of these idle establishments, therefore, 
it may be taken for granted that they 


were permanently idle, except in the | 


contingency of-an entire new machinery 
outfit. Many of them were located upon 
valuable water powers, and their re- 
habilitation is only a question of time. 
A number of them have already been 
re-equipped and put into operation since 
these statistics were gathered.’ ° 

In another of his reports, Col. Wright 


ys: 

“Twenty years ago the wool manu- 
facture took a firm root on the Pacific 
Coast, and for a time promised to be- 
come one of the leading industries of 
that part of the country, particularly 
in blankets of such a superior quality 
that they met with a large and ready 
sale in the East. It also aimed to sup- 
ply the local demand for the cheaper 
fabrics for men’s wear, stimulated 
thereto by the high rate of freight 
which prevailed. The census of 1890 
shows a considerable decline in the 
value of the woolen goods manufac- 
tured in California.”

The growth of the silk industry has 
been noteworthy. The value of the fin- 
ished products of silk manufacture in 
1890 was $69,154,599, being an increase 
in value over that of 1880 of $34,634,876, 
or 100.33 per cent.

As adsilk-producer California is 
only exceeded by six States: New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Connecti- 
cut, Massachusetts and Illinots. Kan- 
sas, Massachusetts, 
Ohio and Vermont show a decrease in 
the number of silk-making establish- 
ments, while Maine, Maryland and 
Missouri remain as they were in. 1880. 

Secretary Smith has sustained the 
decision of the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office in the case of 
Pedro Gastambide, involving land in 
the Stockton district of California. Ap- 
pellant’s timber-land entry was can- 
celed on the ground that it was within 
the grant to the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company, forfeited by the act 
of September 29, 1890, which under the 
conditions of said act is not subject 
to timber-land entry under the act of 
June 3, 1878. 

The motion'of William A. Smith, for 
a rehearing of the case of Smith 
against Thomas Kerr, involving the 
latter’s homestead entry in Visalia 
district, has been d@nied by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. The new evidence 
on which the motion was based was a 
deed in fee conveying said entry to 
Father James Vereker, a priest in San 
Francisco, At the time of the execu- 
tion of the deed, Kerr was supposed 
to be dying at the City and County 
Hospital in San Francisco, and the 
conveyance was in the nature of a 
will. The opinion of. the Secretary is 
that Kerr did not abandon the land. 

The following improvement in the 
postal service of California is scheduled 
by the Postoffice Department to be- 
come operative on April 2: Acampo 
postoffice, San Joaquin county; Ger- 
mantown, Glenn county; and Goshen, 
Tulare county, will be made money 
order offices; and postal-note offices 
will be established at Bella Vista, 
Shasta county, and Howard Summit, 
Los Angeles county.

QUITE A PICNIC. 


The Thayer Party’é Ride to the 


.Mexican Border. 


of | An Accident Leads to the Identification of 


the Party and Their Subsequent 
Capture—A Plucky Little 
Woman. 


Charles W. Thayer, alias Newkirk, 
the absoconding bank cierk of Bay City, 
Mich., who was captured within two 
miles of the Mexican Hne on Tuesday, 
was brought back to clity by Chief 
‘Murphy of the Bay City police, ahd 
Detective Moffat of the tocal force, yes- 
terday forenoon, and is now in the City 
Prison awaiting the arrival of the 
requisition papers from Sacramento, 
whither they were dispatched for Gov. 
Markham to countersign. 

Thayer, who is a rather good-looking, 
bright and intelligent youth, 22 years 
of age, buit-looks and acts like a boy of 
17, was accompanied in his flight by 
his wife,‘a very bright girl, some four 
years his junior, and his brother, who 
is just 21 years of age, both of whom 
appear to take the hardships they 
were compelled to undergo in their he- 
roic efforts to save him from the con- 
sequences of his crime, as a matter of 
course and perfectly natural occur- 
rences, under the circumsitances. Mrs, 
Thayer, who was only married to her 

and on July last, would, in fact, 
willingly sacrifice her freedom, if per- 
mitted to share his ceil; but, this being 
contrary to the rules and regulations, 
she was compelled to content herself 
by spending the afternoon in his com- 
pany in ‘‘No. 7.” 

A Times reporter, upon seeking an 
interview with Thayer, found Mrs. 
Thayer in a highly-indignant state of 
mind, on account of what she evidently 
considered the cruel treatment re- 
ceived by her husband at the hands of 
Jailer Johnson; but, after the devoted 
young couple had been temporarily 
transferred to the women’s cell, which 
is somewhat cleaner, largef and lighter 
than ‘No. 7,"" both talked freely and 
unreservedly of their history and flight. 

Thayer stated that his father was 
living, but that he had not seen him 
since he was a child. His mother was 
dead, and he had lived with the New- 
kirk family, by whom he had been 
treated as an adopted son ever since 
he could remember. He had been em- 
ployed as a clerk in the savings bank 
at Bay City for five years, and, as col- 
lector and teller, had been intrusted 
with large sums of money at various 
times. His salary was totally inade- 
quate to the amount of work he was 
to perform, but that had noth- 
ing to do with his rpeculaitions, which 
extended over a period of two years 
past, and he did not desire to make 
any statement for publication, at this 
time, as to what led him to be dishon- 
est. The amount of his defalcation he 
did nat even know himse‘f. 

The story of their flight, as related 
by Mrs. Thayer, is as follows: On Sun- 
day morning, February 18 last, Thayer 
and his wife and brother left Bay City 
together, reaching Saginaw the same 
evening. Then they drove to Bridge- 
_ where they took the Flint and 

ere Marquette Railroad to Flint. 
Here they boarded a Grand Trunk 
train for Valparaiso, Ind., whence they 
traveled to Blue Island Junction. After 
reaching Peru, over the Rock Islaad 
read, they took a through train to 
Kansas City, whe they transferred 
peka and Santa 
Fe, and came through to San Fran- 
cisco. Mrs. Thayer stayed a week with 
some relaiives there, but the two boys 
took a trip up to the mines in El Do- 
rado county meanwhile. Upon their 
return all three proceeded to Los An- 
geles. Thayer’s brother remained here 
at the Ramona Hotel for some days, 
but the fugitive and his wife left next 
day for Riverside-and Perris, returning 


-here on Thursday, March 15. The fol- 


lowing Monday Thayer and his brotner 
slipped quietly out of town on horse- 
back, and camped all night some fifteen 
miles south of town. Next morning 
they returned and met Mrs. Thayer by 
appointment at the southern extrémity 
of Main street. She was also on horse- 
back, and partially disguised in order 
to look as much like a man as ble. 
In order to avoid dectction, the girl- 
wife had, after hiring a horse at a 
livery stable, ridden around to a sale 
yard on Aliso street, and traded tne 
animal and $25 to boot for another of a 
totally different color. 

The trio then started out, without 
ary previous knowledge of the country 
they were about to traverse, for Mex- 
ico, their idea being to strike the cozst 
and follow it down, avoiding all towns 
and thickly-populated settlements - en 
route. They were armed with a couple 
of Winchester rifles, three double action 
Smith & Wesson révolvers, fifty rounds 
of cartridges apiece, and bowie knives. 
Beyond a single extra blanket, they 
relied entirely upon their saddle blan- 
kets for bedding, while a few dollars 
and some loaves of bread completed 
their outfit. They reached San Pedro 
without mishap Tuesday night, and 
after resting there, struck out soutn- 
ward. About noon Wednesday they 
lost their way in the marshes, and rode 
around fruitlessly for hours, but finaly 
reached the coast again and pushed on. 
Just before reaching Oceanside Satur- 
day morning a Winchester cartridge 
loaded with bird shot was accidentaily 
discharged by the younger boy, and the 
charge lodged in Thayer’s ankle. For- 
tunately, however, he wore a pair of 
thick leather leggings, and only a few 
of the shot entered his flesh. These, 
however, occasioned him such pain that 
he resolved to have his wounds treated 
by a surgeon, and did so. That night 
they arrived at San Diego, but skirted 
the town and spent the night under a 
deserted shanty. On Monday they 

ushed on, and, being out of food, Mrs. 

hayer took the motor back to town 
and sold a dfamond ring with whicn to 
purchase it. Monday night they slept 
in a haystack within eleven miles of 
the border and freedom, but next morn- 
ing they were overtaken by three Na- 
tional City officers, who had been 
warned to look out for them, and fifteen 
minutes later Detective Moffatt drove 
up, with a San Diego officer in a buggy, 
and escorted them baek to San Diego. 
Although heavily armed, the trio made 
no show of resistance whatever, and 
readily accompanied their captors when 
uested to do so. 
hief Murphy expresses himself of 
the opinion that -young Thayer was 
merely the tool of much a worse crim- 
inal, who pocketed almost the entire 
proceeds of the boy’s peculations; but 
as the fellow is still at large, he has 
very little to say upon the subject just 
now.

The result has 
been disastrous, for the trust had been 
betrayed shamefully, and after devot- 
ing his entire private means to patch 
up the deficit, which he found to be 
greater than he had suspected as he in- 
vestigated the matter, he fled to avoid 
the disgrace attendant upon the ex- 
sure.

Death of Col. Charles Treichel 
of the Soldiers’ Home. 


He Breathed His Last Yesterday Morning at 
11 o’clocki—The Dead Soldier's 
Brilliant War 

Record. 


Col. Charles Treichel, governor of the 
Pacific branch of the-National Home 
for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers = at 
Santa Monica, died in his apartments 
at the home. yesterday morning, after 
a lingering illness, in the 52d year of hig 
a 


ze. 

Col. Treichel had been in _ feeble 
health for many months, and some 
weeks ago he was relieved of active 
duty at the home. Since that time It 
has been known to his intimate friends 
that the end was approaching. He wags 
one of the bravest and most dashing 
cavalry officers during the war of the 
rebellion,“~and was several times se- 
verely wounded. He was appointed 
auditor of the New York customhouse 
by President Arthur, whose intimate 
personal friend he was, when that gen- 
tleman was collector, prior to his elec- 
tion to the Vice-Presidency. He held 
the position well into Cleveland’s first 
term, and resigned it on account of 
failing health, when he was offered 
the post here, at which he died. Upon 
the organization of the home at Santa 
Monica he was placed at the head of 
affairs, and has retained the position 
to the general satisfaction of all coa- 
cerned until this time. 

Col. Treichel leaves a brother and 
two sisters, but no family, as he was 
never married. 

The funeral services will take place 
at the home Saturday morning. After 
the services the body will be brought 
to this city and placed in the receiving 
vault until such time as the relatives 
can make arrangements to go East,

Col. Treichel entered the army in

After the battle of Gettysburg Lieut. 
Treichel served on the staff of Gen. 
D. McG. Gregg, and later on the staff 
of Gen. George Crook, with whom he 
served to the close of the rebellion. 

He was many times wounded—most 
seriously at Kelly’s Ford, in the spring 
of 1863, and at the battle of Gettys- 
burg, where with sixteen men he 
charged and held Fitz Lee’s cavalry 
in check until McIntosh and Custer 
could form for action. 

On that occasion he was badly 
wounded; in fact the whole party were 
either killed or wounded. 

He participated in all the campaigns 
and engagements of the cavalry corps 
of the Army of the Potomac, having 
been attached to it from January, 1862, 
until its disbandment. 

At the close of the war he was mus- 
tered out as major of the Third Penn- 
sylvania Cavalry and brevet-colonel 
United States volunteers. 

As commander of the Pacific branch 
of the National Home for Disabled 
Volunteers he has made many friends, 
and his demise is a source of universal 
regret.

POSTAL FACILITIES, 


They are Not Up to the 
City’s Needs. 


The Matter Taken Up by the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Facts and Figures< Presented by 
Postmaster Van Duzen.

A careful estimate shows that 9,247,-

This shows that the Los Angeles of- 
fice is the great distribution point for 
all Southern California.

The Los 
Angeles office exchanges through reg-

A Man Ran Over by a Train and Fatally 
Injured.

Anton Rehlowitz, a Polish copper- 
smith, 33 years of age, was accidentally 
run over in the Southern California 
Railway Company’s yard at 1:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, while attempting 
to board a moving train, and recefved 
injuries which will probably result 
fatally. 

Rehlowitz, according to his own state- 
ment, arrived here from San Francisco 
four days ago, in search of his brother 
Michael, whom he believed to be living 
here.

CORNSTALK POTTERY. 


How Curious Vessels Are Molded and Decc- 

_. trated from Ordinary Pith. 

(China, Glass and Lamps:) One of 
the’ most cufious of the exhibits at 
Chiftdgs ‘a collection of imitation 
pottefy,- jéwel boxes and vases. The 
writer saw svase, ewer or bowl, six 
or etght:imches high, of a mellow straw 
color which was beautified by flowers 
in relief of various colors and de- 
sign. He picked it up for closer exam- 
ination, when presto! it seemed to lift 
itself in the air, it was so light. It 
looked to be pottery, but was made en- 
tirely of the pith of cornstalks. 

The pith, ground up, forms a pulp 
from which the vessels are fashioned 
in a way something like the papier 
mache process. The: ornamentation: is 
then laid on by hand, the petals and 
stems of flowers, etc., being carefully

AN OCEAN HORROR RECALLED. 


The Sinking of the Birkenhead and Loss of 
4 454 “en in 1852. 
(Spare Moments:) Cn February 25, 
1852, there flashed throughout the width 
and breadth of the United Kingdom the 
news of the foundering of the Birken- 
head steamship, one of the most lament- 
able naval disasters as to loss of life 
that has occurred to this country, but | 
which manifested the courage and self- 
control of British soldiers and sailors 
under the most trying circumstances. 
This troopship, built of iron, and pad- 
die-whecled, and of 556 horse-power, had 
started from Queenstown, in Ireland, on 
January 7, 1852, for the Cape of Good 
Hope, having on board detachments of 
the Twelfth Lancers, Second, Sixth, 
Twelfth, Forty-third, Forty-fifth and 
Sixtieth itifles, and of the Seventy- 
third, Seventy-fourth and Ninety-first 
regiments, all of whom it was convey- 
ing to take part in the Kaffir war.
